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Removal of Uterine Myoma Through the Vagina without Interrup¬ 
ting Prognancy.—In the Otntralbhfl fur Gynftlologie, 1002, No. 21 ,Seelkj- 
man reporta a caso illustrating the extraordinary tolerance displayed by the 
pregnant uterus to manipulation. 

The patient was a muttlpara, aged thirty-four years, who was pregnant 
about four weeks. Sho was seized with violent uterine hemorrhage, and 
examination revealed a large, Arm, submucous myoma In the lower portion 
of tho womb. The hemorrhage was so oxcesslvo that a firm tampon was 

applied, transfusion with salt solution practised, and five days were allowed 
to pass beforo an effort could bo inRdo to rernovo tho tumor, Tho tumor 
was removed In pieces, and to check the hemorrhage tho utcrino cavity was 
firmly tamponed with iodoform gauze. Tho patient made a good recovery, 
and was discharged from tho hospital in three weeks. Her pregnancy 
remained uninterrupted, and she was delivered spontaneously of a living 
child at term. 

Tho most rationnl explanation for this remnrkable case is that tho ovum 
had embedded In the upper nnd anterior wall of the uterus, while the tumor 
was upon the posterior nnd inferior portion. In Bplte of this, it Is remark¬ 
able that tho pregnancy was not interrupted. 

The Treatment of Postpartum Hemorrhage —Henkel, in the treat¬ 
ment of postpartum homorrhago (OentratbtaUfUr Qynftkologie, 1902, No. 21), 
Ims found it of value to tampon tho lower uterine segment and corvix only, 
carrying tho cervix strongly backward and bringing the fundus forward 
against tho pubes. Ho has found this better than tamponing tho entire 
cavity of tho uterus, becauso this method brings about anteflexion and places 
the tampon upon the most rolaxed portion of tho womb. 

He has also found it of value, in cases in which hemorrhage was threat¬ 
ened, to givo ergot during the latter portion of labor in tonic doses. In 
cases of retained placenta where hemorrhage begins and tho placenta must 
bo removed he finds it of advantage to employ chloroform anaesthesia during 
the expression of tho placenta. In lacerations of tho cervix where bleeding 
occurs from the cervical arteries ho has applied tenaculum forceps to tho 

two lips of tho cervix, allowing them to remain from twelvo to twenty hours. 
In addition, he uses a tampon of iodoform gauzo, and has seon nono but 
good results from this practico. 

[We fail to observo the advantage In the use of tenaculum forceps to 
check hemorrhage from the cervix over the application of one or more 
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stitches of chromicited catgut. The uao of stitches has an additional advan¬ 
tage that certainly in some cases union of a torn cervix Is thereby promoted. 
The passing of stitches is attended with liltlo difficulty, and to our minds is 
far moro satisfactory than the application of forceps.] 

Albuminuria in Pregnancy,—At a meeting of the Obstetrical Society of 
Berlin, Veit (Oh Iralblallftir Qyn&kologie, 1902, No. 21), in a paper upon 
this subject, calls attention to tho influence exerted in tho production of 
albuminuria by syncytial cells and by other embryonal tissues carried to 
different parts of tho mother’s body In emboli and thrombi. This question 
suggested the possibility of producing artificial immunity to this malignant 
action of the embryo by the injection of placental tissue, 

Veit’B paper calls attention to some modern researches upon tho r61o played 
by the placenta which lead us to believe that tho after-birth is not a medium 
for the passage of oxygen only, but that it is analogous to tho thymus or 
thyroid In its influence upon the metabolism of the mother. 

In the discussion of this paper, Goltschalk drew attention to his paper in 
the Archiv /Hr Qgnfthtogir, Band xlvl. p. 50, In which he ascribed tho 
changea found in tho kidnoya of Iho pregnant patient to emboli of syncytial 

cells. Diseases of the placenta or accident to tho placenta would lead to tho 
involvement of tho kidneys which might result in eclampsia. 

Albuminuria during Labor.—In tho Archlv fdr QynMologie, 1902, Band 
lxvi., Heft 2, Zanoembistbr contributes an extenBlvo paper upon this sub¬ 
ject based upon observations mado at the Lelpslc clinic. 

In estimating the frequency of albuminuria occurring in patients actually 
In labor widely differing results are reported. Thus Moyer reports 41 per 
cent, of patients in labor having albumin in tho urine; Litzman, 44 per 
cent.; WJnckel, 20 per cent.; Petit, 16 per cent,; MCrlcko, 37 percent.; 
Ingereloy, 33 percent.; Lantos, 69 per cent.; Fleischlen, 17 per cent.; Moyer 
in 1138 cases, 26 percent.; Aufrecht,66 percent.; Trantcnroth,09 per cent.; 
Frledeberg, 45 per cent.; Pajikul), 100 per cent.; and Baft, 28 per cent. 

So far as tho quantity of urino voided Is concerned, tho greatest quantity 
is seen in tho morning, tho least at night. Bo far as the period of pregnancy 
is concerned, tho diuresis increases in tho thirty-ninth week, and is less from 
thcnco on until labor. 

In estimating tho occurrence of albuminuria during pregnancy tho results 
of various observers differ from 1 to 60 per cent., tho average showing that 
from 4 to 0.7 per cent, have albumin during pregnancy. After describing 
tho methods employed in tho Btudy of these cases, Zangemeistcr states his 
conclusions, which are essentially as follows: During pregnancy in healthy 
women a progressively increasing diuresis occurs, which Ib notably greater 
os labor approaches. When parturition begins the diuresis diminishes, and 
the quantity of urine voided U about one-third of that previously voldod 

during tho last months of pregnancy. Immediately after labor thero 1 b 

another increaso In tho quantity of urine excreted, which gradually gives 
piaco to the normal quantity. Zangemeister found in tho last months of 
pregnancy albumin in tho urine of 10 per cent, of casos examined. If 
repeated examinations were made, albumin was found penistenly during tho
